Preamble of the ConsHfuflon 

" We the People of the United States in Order to form a more perfea 
A* Union, establish Justice, insure domestic Tranquility, provide for the W 
common defense, promote the general Welfare, and secure the Bless- ^ 
ings of Liberty to ourselves and our Posterity, do ordain and establish 
this Constitution for the United States of America. 

AMENDMENT 1: Congress shall make no law respecting an establishment of religion, 
or prohibiting the free exercise thereof; or abridging the freedom of speech, or of the 
press; or the right of the people peaceably to assemble, and to petition the Government 
for a redress of grievances. 

AMENDMENT 2: A well regulated Militia, being necessary to the security of a free 
State, the right of the people to keep and bear Arms, shall not be infringed. 

AMENDMENT 3: No Soldier shall, in time of peace be quartered in any house, with¬ 
out the consent of the Owner, nor in time of war, but in a manner to be prescribed by law. 

AMENDMENT 4; 'The right of the people to be secure in their persons, houses, papers, 
and effeas, against unreasonable searches and seizures, shall not be violated, and no War¬ 
rants shall issue, but upon probable cause, supported by Oath or affirmation, and particu-

The Califronia Leiagaie of Wom¬ 
en Voters, for example, has 
adopted a set of public finance 
principles, shocking in their sim¬ 
plicity, but as sound as the 
iVrtKTican dollar used to be in 
nr e-war days. Briefly, the 
League’s principles are these: 

"That the people should be 
taxed in proportion to their abil¬ 
ity to pay. That the time sni 
m'.jnner of payment of tex'-’e 
.should he made clear to all. That 
taxes should be levied at a t.'me 
:and in a manner most convenient 
to the taxpayer. That govern¬ 
ment finance should be on a pay- 
as-vou-go basis, rather than one 
which involves the taxpayer in 
future obligations.” 

The only thing wrong with 
that set of principles i.s that'we 
h ive drifted so far awav from it. 
it Is so simple and direct that 
even a Washington bureaucrat i 
will have difficulty in finding I 
fault with it—until every mem-1 
her of Congress hears about it! i

DE.VDLIER THAN WAR 

Life in America, is eight tim'-’s 
more dangerous than service on 
the battlefields, according to Ed¬ 
ward Davenport, coordinator of 
the National Safety Council. 

Figures released by him .show 
tliht eight deaths by accident 
have occurred on the home front 
for every Ameiie.in death on the 
battlefield. 

Since Pearl Harbor; acciden‘a' 
deaths have totaled 161,000, or 
which 90.000 wfre Industrial 
workers. Most of the deaths 
were due to negligence, particu¬ 
larly on the part of workers new¬ 
ly introduced to heavy war in¬ 
dustry. 

In the early stages of the in¬ 
dustrial conversion frem p’ace • 
war. .such negligence was under¬ 
standable, If not excusable. There 
is less excuse now. Under tae 
au.spices of the National Safety 
Council, an educational program 
has been under way for .some 
time in every mine, mill and fac¬ 
tory to eliminate careless work¬ 
ing h ’.bHs. Millions of workers 
have been at their war job" long 
enough now to learn the funda¬ 
mentals of safetv. Unless th)= 
country Is stupidly careless, fie 
results of the far-reaching pro. 
gram should show up soon in 
greatly reduced accident figpires. 


SAVE THAT PAPER 

The old simile—“as dead as 
yesterday’s newspaper” — doesn’t 
apply any more.
